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INTRODUCTION 


T O a visitor to Rajasthan, which abounds in rare relics 
of antiquarian interest, a visit to the Rajputana Museum 
ax Ajmer is indispensable, ftobabty this is the only museum 
in the whole of India which incurred iwat expenditure for 
the acquisition of its magnificent collection. At the sugges¬ 
tion of the Agent to the Govemor-GeneraJ in Rajputana, 
who was also the Political Head of the Indian States of the 
then Rajputana Agency, some noble Princes came forwwd 
for making generous donation of unique objects of antiquarian 
interest lying in their respective areas and as a result an 
exccltent museum at Ajmer grew up. Ajmer, being the seat 
of the Agent to the Govemor-Gencr^, and beii^ situated 
almost at the centre of Rajasthan, suited admirably to ihc 
location of such an institution for the benefit of entire 
Rajasthan region comprising of the centrally administered 
Ajmer-Merwara and the 2 St Indian States. 

As Rajputana (now Saihyukta Raj^than) was found 
very rich in unique objects m antiquarian interest lying 
scattered all over her many old sites, temples etc., u^ent 
need for starting a museum for the preservation and display 
of these mieresting relics at one place was keenly felt so 
that they may not be lost to the future generations and 
be pr^crly studied. The visit in Ajmer of 

Lord Cunon, whose interest in ancient monuments and 
antiquities are well known, lent strong support to this 
noble idea and Sir John Marshall, Director-General of 
Archaeology in India, formulatcid necessary proposals for a 
museum at Ajmer. The Rajputana Museum was foim^y 
opened in October, 1908, in the main central hall inside 
the Mughal Fort built at Ajmer by Emperor Akbar in the 
year 1572 A.D. (now commonly known as ihc ‘Magazine’). 
Situated in the Naya Bazar locality of the city of Ajmer, 
ibis Mughal Fort can be easily reached from Ajmer Station 
of the Western Railway in less than ten minutes. 

According to its founders the museum at Ajmer “occu¬ 
pies a position analogous to that of a Provinci^ Museum’ 
m the sense that it is primarily meant for the benefit of 
whole of Rajputana region of the British times consisting 
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of 27 Iiiciin.li Slates anti Ajmer. This b more dearly put 
in another place as — "it shoulti be remembered that the 
Rajputaoa N'luseum is intended to be the national museum 
for the region of India after which it is named,” Naturally 
in its galleries we come across exhibits collected from all 
Former Indian piincipalities of Rajasthan — from jUwar 
to Bamvvara and from Dholpur to Jaisalracre. The lead 
given t>y the Indian Princes in the growth of the Rajputana 
Museum was indeed remarkable anti in Lite Ix^jmiirig ihcrc 
were as many os six Rajasthan PriiiceSj three PoUdcai 
Officers posted in Rajputana and tlie Dirccior-Gcncral of 
Arcliat^logy in India specially associated in an Advisory 
Gommittce set up for development of this Museum at Ajmer.

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S CULPTUHEIES consriiuic the mcBt interesting section 
in the Rajptit^a Museuni at Ajmer, Of inem, the 
unique pieces range in dates from the Gupta Age doim 
to the i6th century A.D. In this varied collection wc come 
anoss some superb art specimens collected from Rajasilian 
and spn^cial mention should be made here of CAaturmaJtto 
Vaip^hika Aturti of Gupta Period from Raman 
(District Bharatpur), acquired through the efforts of Shn 
R, D. Banerjcc arid unique Lingodhltdtn Aiahf^ra and part 
of an omamcsual pillar froYn Haras hill (District Sihar)^ 
acquired ihrougJi f'-flbrts of 0r, 0 - Hh BhandarkaTj other 
fine Siva Par\^ati panels from Kataia and finely executed 
he;ui3 from Shergarli (District Bharatpur], and PirvatTfrom 
Kusma [District Sirolti) collected by Pandit G. H. Ojha. 
nicre arc a number of Surya, Gaijc^, Bralsma and V ishnu 
images of diffcrenL varieties, not met with in any other part 
of 1 tidi a, A Trimur ti of V is hnu, images of Baladeva-RevatJ, 

' Navagrahas, Nakshatras, Incarnations of Vishnu, Revanta, 
\*aruna and ‘MoUier & Ciuld' arc really noteworthy, A 
number of unique pieces of sculptures including imafoAoj, 
parts of pillars, capitals and mutilated Figuffs, acquired 
from Adhai-dki-ka-Jhopra and exquisitely executed 
uarSyana (Plate XVll), Hari-hara, beautiful head (Plate 
XVI), kuvera, rAiian'-bcarer {Plate XIV) and some interest¬ 
ing Jaina figures also arc in this museum from Baghera — a 
Q_x2ih century famous site in the District of Ajmer- tff 
the female figures, the iwdfnMj from Malgam, Vinapani, 
Mahhhasurainardl^T Jaina Saxasv'aii and Naga- 

kaiwa dciicrvx special incotlorL In ihc pri^scni caiaiog^uc, 
however, an attempt will be made to discuss the sculptures 
of Brahmaiiical Gods and Goddesses only, 

Rajasthan, being an Important centre oi'Jaina culture, 
is responsible for giring agoud coUection of Jaina Kulpiures 
to thb museum which include images of ^.isbabh^tha^ 
Sumatinatba, Sreyansunaiha, Santinatha, Parsvanaiha and 
Mahavira, Of the Vaksha and Yakshini figures, rare images 
of Gomukha and Sarasvafr deserve special aticnuom Com¬ 
pared with these, wc have only a small coUecuon of Buddtust 
objects in the Rajputana Museum, 
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Recently a new section has been started for the display 
of armtakas, loranas, door-jambs^ hucly carved ktrttimmfuiSt 
capitals, parts of pillars and various other architectural 

S ieccs, which were lying in the g^owns of the Rajputana 
luseum, for warn of accommodation for display, 

The Rajptitana Museum is really mdebied to the 
ptploraiory u>urs indifferent regions of Rajasthan, undenakeii 
in search of antiquities by Messrs. A. Cunningham, A.C.L. 
Carllqrle, Dr. D. R. Bhandarkar and Siiri R, D. Banctjce 
of the Central Archaeological Survey of India. Some 
important antiquides, collected by them, are on display in 
the various sculpture galleries. These scholars, far-fkmed 
Pandit G, H, Ojha and the undersigned arc, in lact, mainly 
responsible for the entire collccdoa of the museum at Ajmer, 
die Last two being Officials, holding charge of this institution 
from 1908-38 and 1938-61 respectively. 

Though the entire collection of sculptures at Ajmer is • 
of special interest from the artlsdc standpoint and throws 
considerable light on the social life of the people, who carved 
them so nicely, it goes to the special credit of Rajasthani 
sculptors that most of thdr skilfully executed pieces are 
pardcularly marked by excepdonal grace and real beauty, 
in the Roi^em and eastern regions of Rajasthan 
and Ssrauna areas of andent times) there are noteworthy 
scuipiui aJ pieces as old as the Mauryan and the Sunga 
Periods, bui most of the interesting images, so far discovered 
in the ceniraJ Rajasthan (including Ajmer), go to the 
Mediaeval Period only, coinciding with the reigns of the 
^eat ChShamana Emperors like Simharaja, Vigraharaja Tl, 
vigraharSja 111 * Pntnviraja I, Ajayarija, Amoraja (nick¬ 
named Anaji), Vigraharaja IV (nicknamed Vilaldeo), 
Somesvara and Pritbviraja 111. Undoubtedly, even when 
the Muhammadans were knocking at the gate of Rajasthan 
durine the rath Century* A.D. the Rajasthani artists con¬ 
tinued tlieir car^-ing profession under royal patronage and 
the sculptors^ skill reached the aenith of prosperity in ihr 
t^th Century A.D., as is evident from wonderlul relics 
^ovcrcd at Baghera (!>istrict Ajmer), and Toda Rairingh 
(District Jaipur). Indeed, under the liberal Cliahamana 
patronage, there was ushered in an ail round artistic devclop- 
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menty the trend and tradition of which lingered on for some 
dme more even when the Cliahamana ^vereignty came 
to an end near about the dose of the tsth century A.D< 

Wlicn we study the sculptural collection^ displayed in 
the Rajput ana Museum^ we hnd that the majority of them 
arc assignable to the period front about A.D. goo to A.D. 
1200, i.c. the period during which the Chah^ana kings 
of Ajaya-meru (Ajmer) held ruling powers in Rajasthan, 
patronising appreciating sculptural skiU, 

It is no easy job to assign an exact date to any detached 
piece of sculpture. No doubt, we are to dq>end on a con* 
sidcration of “style" knowing fully well that it is not always 
safe to depend on “style" alone unless corroborated by 
evidence of inscribed materials. Fortunately for us among 
sculptures here a T&v actuallv bear dates from which we may 
easily deduce dates unmistalcably to closdy associated other 
iinds though iliey bear no dates. At Arthuna or at Baghera 
the fixing of chronology thus involves almost no risk. In 
cases of antiquities from Haras bill, KntarS and Kaman 
the chronolo^* may also be hxed with r^crence to archi'- 
tectural evidences and inscriptions. So far as Jaina im^cs 
are concerned, the majority of them here bear date inscribed 
on pedestals. 

It vrill be interesting to determine the different varieties 
of stones out of wldch many sculptures in this museum arc 
carved. The matcxials used ai'c light red sandstone, \vhite 
marble, schist, basalt, granite and ui the Ii-I2tb century 
images (from Baghera) a iine-grained black sofl stone (inay 
be a variety of Norite) which makes possible lugb poUsti, 
minute carvings, clean cut and finest featuring of the 
figures specially dlsdngiiisbing tlic Mediaeval Rajasthani 
sculptures from those of ar^joining Piovinces. The use 
of a hard variety of red sandstone b mostly confined^ to the 
Afefrya and Silrasemi revolts and in point of durability this 
kind of stone was spcaalty made use of in the Gupta Age 
being found strongly weather resisting, and even aRer a 
thousand years, pieces carved in such stone can be taken to 
have left their sculptors’ shop not very long ago. It is no 
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wonder, therefore, that the Rajasthani architects preferred 
also this hardest and weather resisting variety of rock in 
erecting famous structures during the Mediaevai Periodj at 
prcsciii known by the name of Chauxat Khamba at Raman 
[near Mathura), at Adhai-din^ka-Jbopri (Ajmer) and in 
a number of magnificat temples at Abaneri (District 
Jaipur), at Haras hill and at Thanwala (District 
Nagaur). 

Next ^lo sculptural exhibits in the museum are the 
umqiie cp^aphical objects, wiiich engage attention, of 
scholars. Collected mostly from all parts of Rajasthan, they 
number about a hundred and arc unsurpassed in many 
respects in the whole of India. For the early Mediaeval 
history of India they arc so ind^cnaablc that no researcher 
in that period can afford to t^orc them or do %vithout 
having a look at them. Of special interest among these are: 

(i) Brahmi Inscription from Barli (assignable to C. 41b 
century B.C.), 

(ii) S^oli Inscription of Siladitya dated Saihvat 703, 

(iii) Jodhpur hiscripiion of Bauka dated Satiivai 894, 

(iv) Pratapagarh Inscription of Mahendrapala II, 

(v) Two sbbs iuscribed with HaTaktli J^dtakoy 

(vi) Slal» containing lAtita Vigrakamja Jfdtaka by Soma- 
deva and 

(vii) Barla Inscription of the time of Cbahamana King 
Pi-idiviraja III dated Saihvat 1234, 

A number of imponani copper plates also arid to the 
of this icicludf^; 

(i) Two copper plates of Maharaj Sarv^anatha of 
Uchc^kalpa dated 191 ( =437-38 A.D., if referred 
to tvalacnun era),

(in) Two copper plates from B^wara (forming one 
& ant) of the Paramara kii^ Bheyadeva dated

RajastJiai] ean rightly be proud of its vast materials iit the 
shape of insertptiom, topper plates etc. Many of them bear 
dates in Vikrama Saihvat, ranging from the 3rd century A.D. 
to the tpth century A.D. and arc in a fair state of preservation. 

In the Rajpuiana Museum's coin-cabiiicts are presEtrved 
more than uvo thousand rare coins, of which mention may 
be made here of the Punch-marked and Sibijanapada coins 
from Nagari, the Indo-Greck and Kusban coins from Taxila, 
acquired by the uiitiersigned with the help of Rao Baltadur 
K. N. Dileshir, Director-General of Archacolog}’ in India, 
ihr Rshatrapa fonc hoard found at Sarvanla) and Indo- 
Sassanian pieces from Rajasthan itself, and the gold coins 
of the Imperial Gupta Dynasty. From some Provincial 
Governments liavr also been received from lime to time 
on exchange basis more than a thomand coins of ilie 
Padian and Mugital Rulers of India, some of these issues 
being struck ut die mint s^'hicli nourished in those days 
at the city of Ajmer itself. 

In another section, there arc typical specimens of amis 
and annour collected from many places of R^astlian. 
They include bow and arrow, arrow-heads, spears of various 
shapes, .spear-heads, swords of diflerent varieties, Dkal, 
daggers, A'afars, Pfuirsdt J^l^ghnott guns and muskets of various 
upo. A helmet, complete with iiose^guard, spike etc., of a 
Rajput warrior, is also there. Rajput holds his weapons 
in great esteem and even worships them, and it k no vi'Oiider, 
therefore, thai all arms reJerred to above are in the best 
state of preservation. 

The paindngs and photographs section contaiip more 
than a hundred ^hibits, iuchiding a dosen rare Rajasthani 
paintings, of “a Rajput Chiclj” “^Bjrbal/* a 

‘^Muhammadan Prince” and “Farrukshyar" deserve 
mention. There are paintings (copies only) depicting well 
known Rajiiut Kings. The photographic exhibits, however, 
are restricted to vnews of ancient protected buildings at 
Ajmer and its neighbourhood.

So let us fervently hope 
that before lon^ the andquittes stored in this Museum will be 
housed in a suitable building of its own where display may 
be possible on the modem saendhe lines. 

Before actual reorganisation, however, it has been 
possible to deal v^ith, merely class by class, SCULPTURES 
only in the present publication. These arc, in fact, not on 
display in a single continuous gallery but scattered over many 
cubicles of an old structure, as the existing accommodation 
would make it possible without effecting any additions and 
alterations, which arc not at all permissible (in fact dis¬ 
couraged) as needed for the purpose of a modem museum 
gallery with enough lighting arrangements. It b also felt 
that the cataloguing of sculptures, if it is to be really bcnchdal 
to researchers and scholars must, as a rule, be profusely 
supplemented with illusiradons. But it has been posd.ble 
only to illustrate i8 sculptures in this brochure in order to 
cot^oim generally to the pat tern adopted by the Dep^t- 
meni of Archaeology & Museums, Rajasthan, in the pubUca- 
don under consideration. Let us hope that in the years to 
come, almost all the outstanding sculptures displayed in this 
museum will be photographed nicely, so that they may be 
turned into blocics for putting them into prints for a propCT 
appreciation of the plastic an of Rajasthan on exhibition in 
this museum at Ajmer.
